When Bliss Carman, the only 
actually selected and universally 
accepted Canadian poet-laureiate, 
gathered all his poems into two 
large volumes he wanted the lyric 
that he wrote in honor of his mother 
to be placed last—a place of honor 
in a book, 

Carman was born in Frederic- 
ton, N.B, and attended the local 
Grammar School. At that time the 
principal or headmaster of the 
school was George Parkin, later to 
be knighted for his services to edu- 
cation and to be named the first 
trustee of the Rhodes Scholarship 
Trust Foundation created by the 
late Hon. Cecil Rhodes, the wealthy 
owner and empire builder of South 
Africa, Between teacher and pupil 
there grew up a life-long friend- 
ship. Bliss Carman never wearied 
of telling what his teacher had 
meant to him, and one day he dedi- 
cated a book of poems to his old 
master who after becoming prin- 
cipal of Upper Ganada College, To- 
ronto, and world traveller and lec- 
turer on empire topics, had then 
been honoured as Sir George Par- 
kin.

SPRING TIME IS AUCTION SALE 
TIME 


As this is the season of the year 
when auction sales are the order 
of the day, it might be well to re- 
view the new pricing regulations 


which govern the sale of used 


household appliances. Sales of 


used sewing machines, refrigera- 


tors, domestic stoves, ranges, and 


other cooking and heating equip- 
ment, radios and tubes, musical in- 
struments and electric vacuum 
cleaners ate affected by the new 
orders. Two sets of price ceilings 
are established by the orders which 
set ceilings for sales by private in- 
dividuals and dealer at the same 
levels. The higher ceiling is set for 
appliances which have been re- 
built and are in good operating 
condition. Except for sewing mach- 
ines, radio tubes and musical in- 
struments, rebuilt ceiling prices are 
attached to each order. Rebuilt 
ceiling prices for used sewing mach- 
ines, radio tubes and music instru- 
tients have been established as a 
percentage of the current new 
price of a similar make or model 
sold during the basic period (Sept. 
15 to Oct. 11, 1941) in the same 
locality where the sale takes place. 
If the appliances require repairs, 
they may not be sold for more than 
60 per cent of the ceiling prices 
set for the same models if rebuilt.

CANADIAN PEOPLE 
DECLARED BEST FED

Canadians are better fed than 
any other people, including those 
in the United States, Mrs. Byrne 
Hope Saunders of the consumer diy- 
ision, W-.P.T.B. observed at a rec- 
ent conference of bakers. 

“It is a sobering reflection to 
realize that, of all the peoples in 
the world, we of the North Ameri- 
can Continent are the only ones 
who in the fifth year of war have 
eaten more than ever before,’ she 
said. 

“As a people last year we con- 
sumed 17 per cent more milk than 
in prewar years, 21 per cent more 
eggs, 32 per cent more meat, 53 
per cent more citrus fruit and vege- 
tables. Canada alone, of all the 
countries in the world, maintained 
its prewar consumption of fats and 
oils.” 

Mrs. Saunders emphasized that 
the greatest increases were in nu- 
tritional campaigns. 

The Canadian woman has be- 
come conscious during the war of 
the power of her huge network of 
women’s organizations when they 
are focusssed togethher on national 
principles. Mrs. Saunders declared 
this consciousness of power would 
be a potent factor in postwar com- 
merce. 

“Women are asking,” she said, 
“for what they consider to be cer- 
fain improyements in trade rela- 
tions; for such things as minimum 
standards in manufacture, informa- 
tive labelling, uniform sizes, bet- 
tor health and nutrition values, and 
so on. 

“Women are learning how to 
present these requests more effec- 
tively to authorities. It will be more 
essential than ever before for busi- 
ness and industry to follow closely 
the thinking of women’s groups 
throughout Canada; they are pas- 
sing from vague generalities in re- 
gard to such matters as health and 
general welfare, for instance, to 
very specific interest in specific 
problems.” 

The sugar situation is “frankly 
very bad right now,” T. A. Climo 
director of sugar distribution, W-P. 
T.B., told the conference. 

“There is no relief in sight any- 
where,’ said Mr. Climo, as he em- 
phasized that the world demand for 
sugar has increased during the past 
year, but that world production has 
decreased.

uty ALLOWANCES 


AND INCOME TAX 


Te following announcement will help to clarify 
the relationship between Family Allowances and 
Income Tax credits for dependent children. Family 
Allowances are payable from July 1st, 1945, and 
the registration of children is now taking place. 
The Family Allowances Act was designed to help 
equalize opportunities for all children, and when 
the Act was passed, Parliament approved the prin- 
ciple that there should be no duplication of benefits 
by way of Family Allowances and Income Tax 
credits for the same child. An amendment to the 
Income War Tax Act will be made to deal with this 
duplication. In the meantime, however, the Goyern- 


ment proposes, for the Jast six months of 1945 dur- 
ing which Family Allowances are payable, to re- 
moye duplication by adjusting the income tax 
credits receiyed for children. 

Itis natural that parents in the low income groups 
will be expected to receive maximum benefits from 
Family Allowances. Partial benefits will be received. 
however, by parents with incomes up to $3,000. 

The table below shows the effect of the adjust- 
ments which the Government has decided to make. 
For convenience and simplicity the benefits received 
by each income group are shown as a per cent of the 
Family Allowances received. The table shows: 


(a) Heads of families receiving incomes 
in 1945 of $1200 or less will benefit to 
the extent of the full amount of the Fam- 
ily Allowances received. As they are not 
required to pay income tax, there ts no 
duplication to remove.
